Now in oppojition to this Law, the Heathens 
feem to have introducd the Cu'tom of Eating 
Blood, after a birbarous manner, in their Sa- 
crifices, and inftead of that, the Blood toge- 
ther with the Body, both which were obvia- 
ted, and the former Precept renewd in the 
Law of Abfes, Levit. 1.7.13. Whatfocver man 
there be of ihe Children of Ijraci, or of tae Stran- 
gers that jojumrn among you, which hunteth and 
catcheth any Beaft or Fowl that may be eaten, 
he [hall even pour ont the Blood thereof, and Co 
ver it with dujt : Here a late learned Perfon 
of out’ Church thinks is included the Prohibi- 
tion of rhinzs firanzled, for here or no where 
it mutt be, inthe Law of Azofes, and ‘tis not 
likely, the Apoftles woud have forbidden it 
to she Gentiles, had it not been contrary 
to the Practice of the fers, and containd 
among thofe things which were read in the 
Synage gues out of Aflofes every Subbath-day ;

“On the whole, if Blood be forbidden, {o 
mult what's Strangled, becaufe the Biood is in 
it. Bloud was a great part of the Heathens 
Sacrifices, and it's probable that when they 
coud not perlwade the Chriltians to partake of 
that, they woud have things ftrangled at their 
Feaits, which might fecretly contain it, that 
by cating that, they might participate of the 
Food of Devils, and be as much in League 
with em as if they had drank or eat of the 
Blood of their Sacrifices. 

Accordingly an Ancient and Learned Author 
telis us, that Suffocation or Strangling was a 
way of Sacrificing to Devils, to whom Ido- 
laters did in this manner offer the very Life 
and Soul of the Animal. Aud Strabo tells us, 
this Cuflom had prevailed of old among the 
Indians, to ftrangle all thofe Creatures they 
offer’'d to the Gods, Bird or Beast they dy’d 
is the iaime manner. And ‘tis remarkable 
what we find in Pheverot, concerning the 
preleat Sabici, whom tome learned Men 
have thought the Pofterity of the Idolartrous 
atii, fo famous in Rammbam and all the Ara- 
han bitories, who live in Baffora, and are 
peither good Chrifitans, Turks, Fes, nor 
Heathens, Sat a together : They Sacrifice 
a fien at tuch.a time every Year, but the 
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Reafon they know not, 
tenorant.
